Judge rules 
in favor of state,

defended his action today. In a 
reference to Judge Smith s decision, 
Sharpe noted, 
“There is a strong 
suggestion that the question of law 
in the case is very uncertain and 
that it ought to be tried in the 
appellate courts." 
Division of Highways officials 
today revealed that the construction 
contract was awarded to Haskell 
Co., of Watsonville at 4 45 p.m.

Evidence may lead to more bodies

bachelor accused of killing at least

San Augustine County Sheriff John 
Hoyt

pinpointed 
several locations in the San Jacinto 
National Forest in southeast Texas. 


The sheriff would not say if officers 
would begin digging for more bodies 
in the map area 
“ I'm not trying to be evasive,” he 
said. “ But we just don't know vet 
whether we have good evidence or 
bad evidence. ” 
Hoyt, in Houston to confer with 
Texas Rangers on the case, said the

United Press International 
Orders to halt the bombing of 
Cambodia went out today from a

American pilots and crews were 
instructed that the last bombs were 
to be dropped before midnight EDT 
tonight— ending more than a decade 
of U.S.

Southeast Asia and 160 consecutive 
days of the intensified air campaign 
in Cambodia.

Also if the project were dropped there 
would be the adverse environmental effect 
of continuing Highway 1 through the city 
and there would be the loss of flood 
protection offered by the freeway as well 
as other ‘plus’ factors mentioned in the 
fact sheet.” 


One of the major questions in the 11-day 
trial before Smith was that the state had 
filed a brief environmental fact sheet on 
the project instead of a more detailed 
environmental impact report. 


Smith said in his view the opponents had 
been more concerned with the Harris 
Grade Project “and its effect on the 
environment and the feeling that the 
bypass would inevitably lead to the Harris 
Grade construction.” 
The state had argued that the killing of 
the project would cause the state to lose 
nearly $2 million in right of way acquisition 
funds already spent. Smith agreed this 
should not happen. 
Smith also criticized the opponents for 
not making their opposition to the bypass 
known earlier.

United Press International 
Auto and steel makers were first in line 
Monday for increases as price controls 
ended under Phase IV. 
Chryser Corp. asked the Cost of Living 
Council for permission to increase prices 
on 1974 models by an average of $71. 
American Motors also applied to increase 
car prices an average of $55. 
Ford and General Motors were expected 
to apply for similar increases for their 
models coming out in the fall. 
Under Phase IV, prices can be increased 
only as much as higher dollar costs to the 
seller. Big companies, those with annual 
sales of $100 million or more, are required 
to give the council 30 days notice before 
raising prices, but the increases are 
automatic if the government does not 
challenge them. 
Armco Steel Corp. said it was asking to 
reinstate price hikes averaging 5 per cent 
on sheet steel products. These had been 


scheduled for June, but were disallowed by 
the freeze. 
The administration would not give in on 
the freeze on beef that is scheduled to last 
until Sept. 12. The meat industry, and 
disgruntled shoppers, have complained 
that this has done nothing but keep down 
the supply of beef. 
The Canadian government immposed 
controls on meat exports to the United 
States, cutting down on the supply that 
some U.S. markets near the border had 
relied on. The action is intended to 
preserve the supply of meat for Canadians, 
Prime Minister Pierre Elliott Trudeau 
said. 
Other food prices, which were unfrozen a 
month ago, appeared to have leveled off 
Monday. Poultry prices were down. An 
uncut fryer chicken dropped 14 cents a 
pound retail in Dallas, eight cents in 
Atlanta, Chicago and Los Angeles and five 
cents in Portland, Ore.

NEW YORK (U P I) - The Securities and Exchange Com­ 
mission was about to accuse financier Robert Vesco, a 
secret contributor to 
President 
Nixon’s 
re-election 
campaign, of illegal business dealings last year when the 
agency was asked to delay its probe 
Federal prosecutors said Monday it was John W. Dean 
III former White House counsel and later a key witness in 
the .Senate Watergate hearings 
who asked the SEC to stop 
pressing the Vesco investigaton 


Dean is not under indictment. The government said he did 
what he was told to do by former Attorney General John N. 
Mitchell, and is listed only as a “ co-conspirator 
to de­ 
fendants 
Mitchell 
and former Commerce Secretary 
Naurice Stans. 


The two former Cabinet members are both charged with 
perjury, conspiracy and obstructing justice in the Vesco 
matter. Their trial is set to begin Sept 11 
The government’s latest action was taken at the request 
of defense attorneys, who wanted to know more specifics 
about the accusations against Mitchell and Stans, as well as 
any other persons involved 


The document filed by U.S. attorneys Monday—a "bill of 
particulars —says Vesco, who has also been charged but 
has fled the country, secretly gave $200,000 to re-election 
campaign officials in April of 1972 in exchange for efforts 
by Mitchell and Stans to get the SEC to leave him alone 
Mitchell was Nixon's former campaign manager and 
Stans chairman of the campaign finance committee. 
The government also says the $‘200.000 may have been 
used to nay convicted Watergate burglar G. Gordon Liddy 
and other Watergate characters, implying the money could 
have been used to finance the break-in into the Democratic 
headquarters and its aftermath 
The SEC investigation into Vesco’s business dealings 
later ended in charges against him and some associates 
with “ looting 
several companies which he controlled of 
$224 million 
Dean was one of three co-conspirators named in the

Waldie said that when he arrived Monday however, he 
was allowed to tour only the federally owned grounds out­ 
side the estate, and was barred from looking at the 
improvements to the President's privately owned property 
He said he was barred on express orders from Washington, 
but did not say who gave such orders.

Barracuda just ahead

Salmon fishing out of Port San Luis has 
been on the spotty side-good the first part 
of last week, then tapering off to very poor, 
mainly due to heavy seas, which kept most 
boats home. 
The party boats braved the elements and, 
as usual, came home loaded with bottom 
fish. Seems as though one can never report 
that bottom fishing is poor! Always some 
new reefs to try out, and they never seem 
to be fished out, in spite of the fact that 
rock fish are not supposed to move around. 
DFG tagging says that they rarely move 
more than half a mile away from their 
original home. 
The albacore have at last appeared, or 
rather they had appeared first part of last 
week. The “ Marauder” was on the spot 
with seven anglers taking 75 fish, then the 
school was apparentaly wiped out. A new 
school is reported on the way ; action was 
some 60 miles southwest of Avila. 
Last week we had occasion to be in the 
Ventura — Santa Barbara area, and looked 
over fishing conditions in the Channel and 
nearby islands. 
At Santa Barbara, the “ Islander” that 
used to work out of Avila, is now running 
daily from the SEIA Landing, leaving at 6 
a.m. with full loads of anglers. We also 
noted the “ Karen” an old timer in this 
area, was at the landing. Further down at 
Ventura the albacore fishing had dropped 
down from its opener, due to poor weather. 
Calico and sand bass have been hitting, in 
fact are the main support of the local 
anglers. 
Off the islands some big black bass have 
been taken. Barracuda are showing up off 
Anacapa and San Miguel Islands, so the 
“ berry” fishing should soon be in full 
swing. 
From all we could gather, albacore are 
schooling up in southern waters, and have 
been taken from the Mexican border up to 
Point Conception, but far out at sea. So all 
in all, the albacore season looks promising. 
But it does entail a long and heavy trip, 
unless the fish show up near shore, as they 
did some years ago when we took them 
within an hours ride of Morro Bay. 
FRESHW ATER FISHING 
We stopped by Lake Casitas to learn that 
bass fishing in deep water was paying off, 
with fish up to six pounds being taken. 
Trout fishing fair to good, also in deep 
water with cheese and eggs the most 
popular baits. For Basslead head jigs and 
plastic worms seem to be the best lures. 
Next we visited Lake Cachuma to find 
that trout fishing had improved, with fair 
sized fish being caught. Also catfishing had

All in all 
fishing poor to fair, with Almanor Lake 
normal. 


DOWN WITH SUCKERS! 
We have an interesting report from the 
DFG that there is a nervous time at the 
Willow 
Beach 
National Hatchery, as 
members of the Recovery team of rare and 
endangered large fishes of the lower 
Colorado River await the spawning of three 
Colorado squawfish! (according to the 
DFG, a squaw fish is that obnoxious sucker 
known as the Sacramento Pike. 
If the squaw-fish succeed in spawning, 
some of the progeny will be planted in the 
lower Colorado River. A biologist with the 
Bureau of Sport Fisheries and Wildlife says 
that although power dams and alteration of 
the river system are suspected as causes 
for disappearance of the squawfish, there 
is hope for their réintroduction! 
We fail to see why money should be spent 
on keeping the sucker population alive. We 
could find plenty of better ways of 
employing high grade scientists than 
fooling with Sacramento Pike. Charity 
begins at home, not suppling suckers to the 
Colorado River! 
AIR STOCKING 
Anglers who like to work for their fish 
will be interested to note that the DFG has 
recently stocked 92 high mountain lakes 
with fingerling trout in one five-hour 
period. Planted in lakes in Amador, Alpine, 
E l 
Dorado, 
Tuolume 
and 
Calaveras 
counties were 67,584 Eastern Brook trout 
and 
22,528 
rainbows. 
The 
fish 
are 
fingerlings and will take two years to grow 
to catchable size. They are dropped into the 
lakes from hoppers positioned over a bay in 
the fusilage of the plane, traveling at a 
speed of 120 to 170 m.p.h. and at an 
elevation of 200 to 400 feet above the water.

Watergate and reform 


Here and there, legislators are 
actually

of W atergate. Senators Schweiker of 
Pennsylvania

complicated bill the burden of which 
is to cut down the money any 
individual can put into a political 
campaign, and let “ the federal 
government,” which is a code word 
for the taxpayers, foot the bill on a 
matching funds basis. 
The Senators are off rhetorically

poor start. 
Senator 
Mondale has said that this country 
must stop “ putting our candidates 
up for sale to the highest bidders.” 
This would suggest that Senator 
Mondale commanded a higher price 
when he ran for the Senate from

than 
his 
Republican 
opponent. 
A nd 
S e n a t o r 
Schweiker said that 
h is

would

W atergate that did 
happen Never was 
so much corruption

put. Mr. Clement Stone of Chicago 
has contributed so much money over 
the years to Republican causes that 
the wonder is he is not now serving 
simultaneously as Ambassador to 
England, Russia, France, Italy, and 
Terra del Fuego. But in fact he just 
stays there in Chicago, making 
money in the insurance business,

Americans. Mr. Robert Abplanalp, 
not only a financial contributor but a 
close friend of the President, is 
absolutely untouched by scandal of 
any kind All that money they talk 
about 
— 
$350,000 
— 
that 
was 
skimined 
off 
the 
funds of the 
Commi tt ee 
to 
R e-E lect 
the 
President, for the benefit of the 
W atergaters, can hardly be thought 
of as economic profiteering. The 
alleged arrangem ent by which the 
families of the convicted burglars 
were to receive $1,000 a month while 
the breadwinner was in jail is hardly 


raffish. Most of the money obviously 
went to lawyers, and anybody who 
thinks that $350,000 is an implausible 
sum of money to pay lawyers of 
seven people is someone who is 
blissfully innocent of the cost of 
doing legal business. 
If Mr. Schweiker wants to prevent 
future W atergates, the thing for him 
to keep his eye on is not the 
lucrative aspects of office, but the 
glamour of power. It is for the sake 
of power that the boys sat up at 
night, scheming to win the election. 
My own sentiments are sim ilar to 
John M itchell’s, 
that the alter­ 
native to Mr. Nixon’s re-election 
was too horrible to contemplate. To 
suggest that cutting down allowable 
contributions 
to 
a 
political 
campaign will elim inate corruption 
deserves the scorn with which Dr. 
Wertheim dismissed the argum ent 
that the 
prohibition of couches 
would elim inate adultery. 
Clearly there are grounds for 
reforms 
of 
a practical 
nature. 
Presidential campaigns are simply • 
too long, and Messrs. Schweiker and 
Mondale would do well to get a 
commitment from their respective 
party 
heads 
to 
schedule 
the 
P r e s i d e n t i a l 
n o m i n a t i n g 
conventions 
in 
1976 
for 
mid- 
September. They would do well, 
moreover, to come clean — in the 
spirit of W atergate — and label their 


bill as a tax on the American public 
for elections. 
Since it is demonstrable that the 
tax base affects even those in the 
very lowest brackets, why don’t 
they reinstate the poll tax — the 
proceeds to go to financing the 
campaigns? In that way a citizen 
who did not want to vote, not having 
been attracted to a candidate; or 
whose enthusiasm for a candidate 
was a velleity not worth the two 
dollar poll tax, could stay home. It is 
always more desirable that the 
people who exercise their privileges 
to vote should pay the cost of the 
administration of those privileges. 
T h e r e , 
t h en , 
a 
s u g g e s t e d 
amendment 
to 
the 
Schweiker- 
Mondale bill. 
Beyond that, I would welcome a 
Joint Resolution to Deflate the 
Rhetoric of Senator Ervin. When he 
said the other day that W atergate 
was the biggest thing in America 
since the Civil War — bigger, we are 
to understand, than the two world 
wars, the Depression, the Vietnam 
War, the assassination of Kennedy, 
the civil rights revolution — one had 
the 
feeling 
that 
the 
spirit 
of 
W atergate, which is a form of 
political narcissism, has infected 
even our favorite country lawyer, 
and that is a very sad development, 
surely the worst since the fall of the 
Roman Em pire.

Seek recognition 


The 
County 
Special 
Districts 
Assn., which has now been rebuffed 
by both the Local Agency Formation 
Commission and the County-Cities 
Area Planning Council in attem pts 
to gain representation, is carrying 
on the fight for recognition. 
District boards are slated to go on 
record shortly providing wholesale 
support to the Knox bill pending in 
the Legislature which, if enacted, 
would 
make 
it 
mandatory 
for 
LAFCO to accept special district 
r e p r e s e n t a t i v e s 
with 
voting 
privileges. 
The county special districts can 
m eet 
special 
conditions 
as 
to 
assessed valuation and two-thirds 
approval of independent districts set 
up in the bill, said Robert R. 
L i e b e r k n e c h t , 
a s s o c i a t i o n 
secretary. 
Lieberknecht, who is the general 
m a n a g e r - 
s e c r e t a r y 
of 
the 
Carpinteria County Water District, 
said he feels, however, it will be an 
“ uphill 
battle” 
if 
the 
special 
districts are successful, and could 
“ take several years.” 


The bill of Assemblyman John T. 
Knox, chairman of the Assembly 
Committee on Local Government, 
will not go into effect until Jan. 1, 
1975, even if approved this year, 
Lieberknecht said 
he 
has been 
i n f o r m e d 
by 
Sen. 
R o b e r t 
Lagomarsino. 
After LAFCO turned down the 
special districts bid recently, there 
was much m uttering by district 
officials. 
LAFCO 
proposed 
the 
special 
districts set up their own advisory 
com m ittee to LAFCO to provide 
input on special district m atters. 
“ But this is like being invited to 
ride with them on a bus, but to sit in 
the back seat,” said Lieberknecht. 
He said he felt one reason the 
county’s water and sewer elem ent 
in the county m aster plan is “ up in 
the a ir” was because the Area 
Planning 
Council 
doesn’t 
have 
sp ecial 
district 
me mbe rs hi p 
representation. 


There is also the feeling that 
LAFCO “ missed out” on a case not 
too long ago regarding annexations 


to the Santa Barbara Metropolitan 
Transit District, once again because 
of lack of district membership on 
the commission. 
This case involved the Kaiser- 
Aetna property back in the hills 
north of U.S. 101, and the Santa 
Barbara Polo Club property where a 
144-unit condominium is to be built 
on property only a few hundred feet 
from the highway where transit 
district buses are expected to go in 
the future. 


LAFCO approved annexation of 
the Kaiser- Aetna property, but has 
taken no steps to require the polo 
to do the same to become part of the 
tran sit 
district, 
Lieberknecht 
showed. 


“The special districts wouldn’t 
have missed that one, ” he felt. 
Some 
LAFCO 
commissioners 
indicated they felt special district 
representation on the commission 
m i g h t 
n ot 
be 
o b j e c t i v e . 
Lieberknecht and others on the 
special district side say they can't 
comprehend that view.

A few years ago — 1970 I think — 
Juan Mora whose full name is Juan 
Manuel 
Espino 
Mora, 
gathered 
some of his fellow students around 
him at Lompoc High School and

Their idea was to tap 
the sentim ent of young people for 
whatever benefit that would have in 
the social scheme of things. 
The main point in telling about it 
now again is to call attention to 
Mora himself. That was typical of 
the sort of thing he would do. 
In 1964 Mora at 13 
years of age walked 
into a restaurant in 
Mexico City and got 
into 
conversation 
with a family from 
Lom poc.

are scanty, but I 
have been told that 
the family adopted

brought 
h im 
b a c k 
to 
Lompoc. 
By 
the 
time he graduated 
from Lompoc High 
School he had gone 
a long way toward mastering the 
English language. That fact led to 
an interest in writing. He fully

Mora 
was born 
in Manzamlo 
which is a little city on the Mexico

He recalls being 
fascinated with the United States 
since his infancy. 
After leaving Lompoc he enrolled 
at the University of California at 
Santa Barbara, and began to write. 
One sum m er I bumped into him on 
the street in Lompoc* and he told me 
he was painting houses to finance 
his education 
He has been majoring in such

Spanish literature In between times 
he has been performing and writing 
for a Spanish theater group at UCSB
